CALIFORNIA. 


The H urtado Case—J u d g m en t an d O rder 
A flitu icd . 
S an F ra n c is c o , M arch 28 ;h.—To-day’s 
Supreme Court rendered a decision in the 
casi of Joseph Hurtado, who was convicted 
of having murdered Jose Antonio Stuardo in 
Sacramento in February, 1882, for which he 
waa s-ntenced to be h:.uged on Wednesday, 
J uly 20, 1882. Two defenses were relied on 
at the trial. 
First, th at defendant was la­ 
boring under insani’y when the fatal Bbol 
was fired ; second, that the kiilii.g was m an­ 
slaughter only. 
The wife of defendant testi­ 
fied in his behalf th at she confessed to him 
prior to the killing that she had been guilty 
of adultery with deceased, and the confession 
was followed by great anger, weeping and 
m ental depression on the part of defendant. 
The defendant having introduced evidence 
th at a certain house in Sacramento was 
immoral, offered to prove the independent 
fact th at deceased had been Been entering the 
house in company with defendant’s wife. 
The testimony would have tended to prove 
adultery, bnt the Court beloar sustained the 
objection to the testimony. 
No direct evi­ 
dence waa introduced by the people to con­ 
tradict the wife’s statem ent, and the higher 
C: u rt could not assume th at the jury arbitra­

ta x rate shall be fixed. 
I t íb therefore now 
in th e power of every Board of Super­ 
visors in th e S tate to establish w hat is now 
know n as high license rates (in contradis­ 
tinction to some extrem ely low rates th a t 
have heretofore prevailed), b u t which are 
n ot to be in fact high rates a t all, b u t sim ­ 
ply fair rates, Those parties who have been 
so opposed to “ high license," and who 
have threatened to boycott every one favor­ 
ing it, evidently lost sight of th e Legisla­ 
ture, and m ust now tu rn their attention 
to th e Boards of Supervisors, for in the 
condition Borne of the countieB are finan­ 
cially, unquestionably high license will be 
applied. 
The new law requires the new 
rates to be fixed on the first M onday in 
October, b a t perm its the Boards to apply 
them now and collect for th e period pre­ 
ceding October. 
T his question íb in no 
senee one of sentim ent, b ut sim ply of busi­ 
ness and financial m anagem ent and police 
regulation, and all efforts to drag it out of 
th a t groove will fail. 
An extended analy­ 
sis of this law appeared in oar local col­ 
um ns yesterday. 
A t best the A ct is a 
bungling afiair as applied to m erchandise 
licenses. 
W ithout rhym e or reason it 
m akes discrim inations of the m ost unjust 
character.

th e cost of local governm ent, and, as has 
been proven by the experience of other lo­ 
calities, achieve a m aterial dim inution of 
taxation. They will probably find it lawful 
to designate th e classes of business which 
now assum e a guise of legitim acy in the 
fro n t room, in order to carry on demoral­ 
izing practices in rear apartm ents, and in

If th e Board has m oral courage 
comensurate w ith its official authority, it 
can do m uch good to this com m unity, b ut 
if it fears the political influence of those it 
m ay antagonize, its action w ill result in 
direot injury.

HOME AND ABROAD. 


Society is a dull scholar. 
I t is likew ise 
cowardly. 
I t will not leam 'the comm onest 
lessons until it has suffered under the 
birch of experience. 
I t will not defend it­ 
self until th e necessity for preservation 
dem ands it. 
I t is alm ost im possible to 
bring about needed reform s u n til some in­ 
ju ry has resulted from th eir neglect. T here 
is in California to-day pressing need for 
m any things being done by comm unities, 
b u t they w ill not even be U ndertaken until 
the stim ulus of suffering is applied. 
The 
S tate last year passed through a seriously 
sickly season. 
In tow ns and cities it was, 
in a considerable degree, due to a neglect 
of sanitary precautions. 
A bout six-tenths 
of all disease m ay be classed as prevent­ 
able— th at is, ordinary precautions will 
w ard it off. 
W e are now a t the gate of 
spring, th e very season of all others to be­ 
gin sanitary w ork, to provide for th e proper 
drainage, th e filling in of low places, the 
cleaning of 
sewers, th e purification of 
streets, alleys and cellars, th e inspection 
and em ptying of cesspools, etc. 
B ut we 
doubt very m uch if these things, or any of 


th e m any more not Darned, w ill be entered 
upon u n til the heated term is upon us, 
when cleansing processes are more danger­ 
ous to the public h ealth th an th eir neglect. 
W e shall then resort to disinfectants ; to 
covers for foul sm ells ; to tem porary rem 
edies and m ake-shift expedients. 
Now is 
the tim e to act. 
A uthorities can better 
now than ever act upon the advice of the 
sanitarians and pass ordinances requiring 
all cesspools to be cem ented, and th a t they 
be thoroughly cleansed. 
The first rem edy 
w ill be a long step in advance, 
W e cannot 
go on year after year saturating the soil 
w ith poison w ithout reaping th e deadly 
harvest. 
Sacram ento, as well as other 
cities, should act now, in this spring of 
1S83, and by law compel proper sanitation 
to be observed. 


PERNICIOUS 
LITERATURE. 


The New Y ork H erald protests againBt 
the pernicious

trash is ruining a large num ber of boys an 
nually. 
V ery true, and worse th sn the 
“ dime novel ’’ is the flash sheet w ith its 
lew d engravings and pictures of crim inal 
acts, w hich are exposed across every foot­ 
w ay on w hich children move in tow ns and 
cities. 
Society has the rig h t to protect 
itself against this insidious m ental poison 
th a t is vitiating the tastes of th e youths of 
th e land and rendering them incapable of 
enjoying pure literatu re.

Jennings is a reputable citi­ 
zen, and there is a hesitancy about m aking an 
assault on his house. 
Dukes owes his safety 
since noon to-day to the public respect for 
Jenninga; but whether this will save him 
m any hours longer cr not is uncertain, as the 
feeling is becoming more intense. 
Dukes is 
ready to fight to the death. 
H e fears Cap­ 
tain N u tt’s eldest son Jam es more than any 
other mac. 
This son is about 20 years old, a 
still-mouthed man, hut thinks much.

Tbe charges are that she had been 
retaining mail, and in other ways violating 
the rules of the Departm ent. 
The specific 
letter which was retained was an epistle 
written by Captain H . P . Sheil, of this city, 
to a lady named M rs. A nna McMahon, re­ 
siding in St. Louis. 
Captain Sheil is a m ar­ 
ried man, and instructed the Postmistress to 
put his mail in another box than the one 
used by the family. 
The above mentioned 
letter went to St. Louis, but was not called 
for, and was returned to the writer. 
The 
clerks, in distributing the mail, put the letter 
in tbe wrong box, and it was opened and read 
by another mac, who was very much en 
lightened by reading it, concerning Captain 
Sheil’s little game.

The U nion Pacific Company was 
represented by Sidney B artlett, and the 
Credit Mobilier by W m.

Putnam . The amount involved is §1,998,000,

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE.

T h e 
S torm. — During the twenty-four 
honre preceding 8 o’clock last evening, as 
will be seen by reference to the 'official report 
of the Signal Service Department which is 
published elsewhere, more or le» rain fell at 
all the Signal Service stations on the Pacific 
coast. A t midnight it was still raining here, 
with every appearance of continuing. Should 
the rain continue to fail for a few days longer 
the farmers will begin to complain of too 
much rain. 
A t 8 o’clock last evening 
Sergeant Barwick reported as 
follows: 
The rainfall for tho storm is 2.62 inches, the 
same amount for the month, and 5.90 for the 
year, with 13 51 inches for the season. The 
average rainfall for the past six seasons to an 
equal date was 16.75 inches. The present sea­ 
son is therefore 3.24 inches less than the aver­ 
age precipitation for the past six years. The 
average rainfall for the entire month of March 
for the past thirty-three years is 2.50 inches, 
which leaves this month .12 of an inch in ex­ 
cess of the average precipitation for the 
month of March for the past thirty-three 
years. The barometer is rising along the en­ 
tire Pacific coast, with south winds. 
The 
total rainfall for the storm at each Signal 
Service Station is as follows : Olympia, 2.69 
inches ; Portland, 5 72 inches ; llosebnrg, 
1.44 inches ; Red Bluff, 2.57 inches ; Sacra­ 
mento, 2.62 inches; San Francisco, 2 49 
inches; Visalia, 3.13 inches; Dos Angeles, 
1.55inches; San Diego, .20of an inch. A t8 
o’clock last night it was raining at lteaeburg, 
Or., and Las Angeles, Cal.; cloudy at Olym­ 
pia, Portland, Sacramento, Visalia and San 
Diego; fair at Red Bluff, and threatening at 
San Francisco.

E qualization.—When the 
State Board of Equalization were at Wood­ 
land a few days ago, Mr. Markley stated to a 
Dehw'ral reporter that be had submitted a 
plan to the Board by which, he thought, 
Assessors could arrive at the actual cash 
valuo of property. It is as follows: The 
Board were to visit the Recorders’ offices 
of the various counties in their trip round 
the 
, and were to taka from the Re­ 
corders books the records of the last 100 
transfers then shown, and place the amount 
for which each tract was sold in a book made 
for that purpose. They were to then ascer­ 
tain just what these same pieces of property 
were assessed for at their last assessment, and 
place the amounts thus obtained also on 
record in the books. It could thus be seen at 
a glance what counties were giving in their 
property at a fair cash value, and what ones 
were not, and when the State Board meets to 
equalize the assessments levied by the various 
Assessors throughout tho State an intelligent 
solution of the problem could very likely be 
reached. The idea is a novel one, to say the 
least, and has the appearance of being per­ 
fectly fair.

T h e G rand J urt’8 R eport.—Yesterday 
the work of printing the report of the recent 
Grand. Jury in pamphlet form was com­ 
pleted. 
I t makes a pamphlet of 152 pages.

The whole con­ 
cludes with Bome very pointed remarks by 
the foreman of the Grand Jury, Richard 
Dale.

R eleased on H abeus C orpus.—A resi­ 
dent of Center township, named Elijah Fru- 
itt, was recently convicted before Justice of 
the Peace Findlay McMillan of " assault and 
battery ” on the persons of F. Colbaker and 
wife, and sentenced to pay a fine of $120 
with the alternative of 120 days confinement 
in the County Jail. He came to the County 
Jai*, and yesterday he was taken before Judge 
McFarland, of the Superior Court, on a writ 
of habeus corpus. 
Holi and Buckley ap­ 
peared as attorneys for the prisoner, and J. 
T. Carey, District Attorney, in opposition. 
The ground for asking for the prisoner’s dis­ 
charge was that there is no such crime known 
to the law as “ assault and battery." After 
hearing a lengthy argument the Conrt an­ 
nounced that it was of the same opinion, and 
ordered the prisoner discharged from custody. 
The Court Baid the Board cf Supervisors 
ought to furnish the Justices with a judg­ 
ment book and ether necessary books, includ­ 
ing blanks,^ so that such errors as the one 
committed in that instance might not occur. 


S w in g in g H arness.—Yesterday morning 
a set of Berry’s patent swinging double har­ 
ness was received by the Fire Department 
and placed in position at the engine-house of 
No. 1. 
I t was tried several times yester­ 
day and worked splendidly. The harness 
hangs directly over the horses when they are 
placed at the engine ready to be hitched np, 
and is attached to the engine ready for use. 
I t is held in position by a weight, with the 
aid of pulleys. The hames are fastened in 
front and the lines snapped. The pulling of 
the lines loosens the fastenings, and a weight 
draws them to the csiling. There is some 
time saved in getting ready to leave the 
engine-house, but its principal feature is that 
the horses stand in their stalls free from har­ 
ness. 
La.-t night was the first night in Beven 
years that the harness has not remained on 
the horses all night. It is the intention of
